In one of the most dynamic dis- 


cussions on “communism and un- 
ion labor” every heard in the bay 
region Rev. Raymond T. Feely 


professor at the University of San 
Francisco accused Harry Bridges, 
west coast CIO director, Louis 
Goldblatt, Myles Humphreys and 
Frank Slaby as “receiving orders 
from Moscow” and did not repre- 


sent the true laboring man of 
America. 

During the open forum Rev. 
Feely accused all communists as 
being “yellow” because, he said, 


they take the pledge of allegiance 
to a labor union and at the same 
time accept the dictates from Sta- 
lin at Moscow. Rev. Feely produced 
proof of his statements by present- 
ing a “commie” due book and read 
the pledge of allegiance to Mos- 
cow from its pages. When asked if 
Harry Bridges was “yellow” he an- 
swered “definitely.” Harry Bridges 
is a “yellow commie” and _ so is 
Goldblatt, Humphreys and many 
other CIO leaders who are taking 
orders from Stalin. 

“There is no question 
mind,” the professor said, “that the 
law office of Grossman, Gladstein 
and Margolis, CIO attorneys, is a 
‘clearing house for the commie 
party’.” 

Rev. Feely read a congressional 


in my 


report made by John L. Lewis 
wherein Lewis stated that “unless 
the American labor movement is 


careful the ‘commie party’ will get 
control.” This was made many 
years ago by Lewis but since then 
Lewis has changed his mind and 
appointed several noted “commie 
party’ members as CIO directors, 
the professor said. 

He advised the American work- 
ers to “clean its ranks of the com- 


mies. Don’t let them lead you up 
a blind alley,” he said, “The com- 
mie will promise you a ‘Utopia’ 


under the party flag, but in Russia 
there is no Utopia or freedom for 
the worker, he is a slave to Stalin.” 

The Rev. Feely is a member of 
union labor and spoke to approx- 
imately 500 men and women in the 
Oakland auditorium theatre last 
Monday night.

C10 CANDIDATES 
SEVERELY BEATEN 
IN PENN ELECTION 


Candidates Backed by Lewis 
Defeated by More Than 
90,000; CIO Losing in U. S. 


Backed by CIO Chief John L 


Lewis, Thomas Kennedy, interna- 
tional secretary-treasurer of the 
united mine workers, was given 


one of the most decisive beatings 
in history of Pennsylvania, this 
week, for the office of governor. 

Kennedy was trailing today by 
more than 90,000 votes behind his 
rival, Charles Alvin Jones of Pitts- 
burgh. 


Lewis, also head of labor’s non- 
partisan league, backed a hand- 
picked ticket of his own; results 
Lewis’ candidates far in 
the rear. His candidates were op- 
posed by a slate of democrats. 

Lewis, who reports say will lead 
a third party against the president 
in 1940, has set up small groups of

non-partisan league. This league 
has been severely criticized by the 
American Federation of Labor as

Hench they 
must coo their thanks to you . .. as do their mothers who are 
convalescing and at the same time learning a practical trade 
which will make them self-supporting when they leave the 
hospital. =? 

As you read this sentence, your dollars are bringing shelter, 
and medical care, and hope for a brighter tomorrow to 38 girls 
and 12 babies resident in the Pacific protective society. 
Scourged with dreaded venereal diseases, what would be their 
lot (average age 14) without your help? 

EVERY DOLLAR A WORKER 

Eight hundred twelve boys and girls ... tiny babies ... 
outcasts from broken homes. . . orphans . .. small children of 
working mothers ... youngsters held for adoption . . . or cor- 
rection ... girls (amazingly young) in a home where they may 
learn the substantial things of life which their own homes failed 
to teach .... 

These children, little hands reaching out for food .. . small 
bodies demanding shelter and clothing . . . eager hearts yearn- 
ing for understanding and help . . . today are (and since Janu- 
ary ist) receiving these things because your dollars have gone 
to pay the bills which keep 12 child caring institutions running.

If the giving of food would solve our social ills, the problem

610 veterans of Civil, Indian, Spanish American and world 
wars assisted by the American Legion veterans’ bureau and the 
American Red Cross. . . 1307 local and transient individuals 
helped by the Salvation Army . . . 816 cared for by the family 
departments of the affiliated Catholic charities, Oakland Jewish 
federation and associated charities . . . 125 men and women 
(told by industry that they were unemployable) holding jobs 
and earning a daily, self-supporting wage at Goodwill indus- 
tries . . . 1112 foreign born “neighbors” and their children 
helped along the road toward American citizenship and social 
adjustment by international institute. 

Why not federal, state or county relief for these people? 
Because, for one of a score of good reasons, they are not eligible 
to receive it... or because the type of service needed is not 
provided by government funds. Your dollars, perforce, have 
rolled up their sleeves and done these jobs. 

YOUTH GROWS UP BUT ONCE 

Organized character building, citizenship training, leisure 
time programs for 1938’s boys and girls must be provided today. 
The record shows that you and your dollars are providing such 
programs for almost half of those in our community between 8 
and 18. There are 17,218 boys and girls today actively, happily 
and constructively occupied in the activities of the Boy Scouts 
of America, Girl Scouts, Camp Fire Girls, Jewish Community 
center, Young Men’s and Young Women’s Christian associa- 
tions. 

The chest submits these facts of the first quarter’s opera- 
tions as evidence of good stewardship of the funds which you 
are entrusting to their custody. The record is one in which 
each of us can take great personal pride .. . for it is a true story 
of accomplishment by the men and women of this community 
on behalf of their deserving “neighbors.” 


Cash, Not Confidence 


What business needs is not confidence, but customers. 

Its customers with cash in their pockets that makes the 
business wheels go around, Who ever heard of a business man 
turning down a sale because he lacked “confidence”? 

The Roosevelt recovery program will do more to revive 
customers’ buying power than any other single proposal at the 
moment.

$50,000,000 MORE 
FOR HOUSING URGED 


Wagner-Steagall Housing Act 
Amendment to Expand Con- 
struction of Low - Rent 
Houses Approved by Green 
and Bates 


William Green, president of 
the American Federation of 
Labor, and Harry C. Bates, 
chairman of the A. F. of L. 


housing committee and a vice 
president of the federation, speak- 
ing for the officers and members 
of all American Federation of La- 
bor unions, gave 100 per cent en- 
dorsement to the Wagner-Steagall 
amendment to the United States 
housing act, recommended by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in his message to 
congress on business and relief aids 
as fundamental in recovery from 
the recession which has added mil- 
lions of workers to the unemployed 
army, increasing the number of idle 
to over eleven million, 


In a joint letter to Senator Rob- 
ert F. Wagner and to Chairman 
Henry B. Steagall, of the house 
committee on banking and curren- 
cy, Mr. Green and Mr. Bates 
praised the activities of the United 
States housing authority to date in 
expediting public housing and slum 
clearance projects. 

The proposed amendment, they 
said, would enlarge the scope of the 
low-rent housing program, “take 
care of the most pressing local 
housing needs and provide employ- 
ment for building trades mechanics 
and laborers in all parts of the 
country.” 

Adds $500,000,000 to 
Lending Fund 

The Wagner-Steagall amendment 
increases by 500 million dollars the 
lending authority of the U. S. H. A., 
increases the amount of federal 
contributions to housing projects 
by 50 million dollars for this year 
and removes for the current year 
the requirement for 10 per cent lo- 
cal participation in loans to local 
housing authorities in places where 
this requirement is blocking speedy 
action. 

After analyzing the benefits of 
these provisions, the Green-Bates 
letter concluded: 

“The provision contained in this 
amendment will serve to enlarge 
the scope of the low rent housing 
program, will expedite the actual 
construction of low rent housing 
projects, and will make these proj- 
ects available to wage earners and 
their families at an earlier date. 
Agrees With 
Roosevelt’s Message 

“The amendment is in full ac- 
cord with the principles embodied 
by President Roosevelt in his mes- 
sage to congress of April 14. 

“It is in full accord with the 
views unanimously expressed by 
the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor held last Octo- 
ber. 

“On behalf of the officers and 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor unions throughout 
the nation, we urge speedy enact- 
ment of this amendment in the 
form in which it was introduced 
by you.” 


Sees Dent in Slump 


If construction is maintained at 
its present pace until May, it will 
put a large dent in the recession, 
Miles L, Colean, deputy FHA ad- 
ministrator, told a convention at 
New York this week. He said his 
agency expects to insure 175,000 
new homes this year.

Recommendation for 
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$1,250,000,000 FOR WPA WORK RELIEF, 
$40,000,000 FOR PWA URGED BY GREEN 


Big Increase in Unemployment Makes President Roosevelt’s 


Enlargement of Federal Fund to 


Provide Jobs for the Jobless and an Expanded Public 
Works Program Absolutely Necessary 


With 3,700,000 workers added to the unemployed army 
during the last six months, raising the number who are jobless 
to 11,231,000, the appropriation of $1,250,000,000 for work 
relief through the works progress administration during the first 


seven months of the fiscal year 


by President Roosevelt in his mes-* 
s ige to congress, is a patriotic duty 
necessary to protect the out-of- 
work millions and their dependents 


from the suffering which destitu- 
tion brings, 

This trenchant and indisputable 
fact was the basis of the statement 
made by William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, before the subcommittee of 
the house appropriations commit- 
tee in the hearings on the  presi- 
dent’s $4,512,000,000 spending-lend- 
ing recovery program, which in- 
cludes $1,250,000,000 for the works 
progress administration and $450.- 
000,000 for public works under the 
public works administration, with 
authority for the PWA to lend an 
additional $1,000,000,000 to states 
and municipalities for public works 
approved by the PWA. 

Following is the text of Mr. 
Green’s statement: 

“The gravity of the economic sit- 
uation we are facing today exceeds 
our worst expectations. We have 
gone through most of the spring 
season, usually marked by an_ up- 
turn in industrial activity, without 
registering a significant revival in 
employment. 

“Yet a number of definitely en- 
couraging developments have taken 
place. The precipitous decline in 
the volume of employment since 
last September was definitely 
checked last month. With produc- 
tion 33 per cent below last year, the 
purchasing power of wage-earners 
has been reduced only 15 per cent. 
Retail trade responded to this sit- 
uation by declining only 7.5 per cent 
below last year’s level. Raw mate- 
rial prices have shown stability. 
There has been marked depletion 
in inventories. 

Unemployed Must Be 
Protected From Want 

“Whether the future economic 
historian will record this as but a 
pause the downward swing to- 
ward the worst economic disaster 
we have yet experienced, or an un- 
alterable turn toward steady re- 
vival. depends on the kind of action 
we take today. 

“The hour calls for decisive ac- 
tion, for careful but quick jude- 
ment, and unreserved cooperation 
of every group of American people. 

“The proposals vou are consider- 
ing are an essential part of the ac- 
tion which must be taken without 
delay, for even more important 
than the measures designed to 
stimulate business revival are those 
which serve to relieve the distress 
of unemployment brought about by 
this new crisis. 

Jobless Increased to 11,231,000 

“In 1935, 1936 and 1937, unem- 
ployment was steadily declining. 
The annual rate of decrease in the 
total number of unemployed in 
those three vears was better than 
a million a vear. In September of 
1937, the total unemployed mnum- 
bered 7.500.000. Tt was then that 
emplovment trend was reversed 
Byv March of this vear there were 
again 11,281.000 unemploved, In a 
short space of six months the ranks 
of unemploved were swelled by 
3.700.000. On a full vear basis, from 
March 1937 to March 1938, the net 
increase in unemployment was 
more than 2,500,000. 

“It is my belief that the failure 
on the part of congress to provide 
employment on useful public proj- 
ects would not only bring these 
men and women, who are without 
jobs through no fault of their own, 
face to face with destitution, but 
will also checkmate any effort, 
publie or private, to stem and re- 
verse the tide of recession. In view 
of this the proposed appropriation 
of $1,250.000,000 for such work to 
be provided by the works progress 
administration, is essential and im- 
perative. 

End of Unemployment 
Compensation for 800,000 Jobless 

“The first half of the next fiscal 
year presents special difficulties in 
dealing with this insistent problem. 

“Although between $160,000,000 
and $165,000,000 a month are now 
being spent under the WPA pro- 
gram, other forms of public assist-

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of unemployment compensation 
benefits in the 23 states in which 
the unemployment compensation 


acts became operative last January, 

“It will be remembered, how- 
ever, that of these acts the most 
liberal] limit the period of benefit 
payment to 22 weeks while the av- 
erage benefit payment is only 16 
weeks. In consejuence of this dur- 
ing the next four months some 
800,000 uremploye will be deprived 
o* even the meager benefits they 
have been receiving in the forta of 
unemployment compensatior. 

“Tt may be expected that a «mell 
proportion of these jobless work- 
ers will be returned tu private em- 
ployment, but the majority of these 
unemployed will be dependent on 
work relief as their only source of 
subsistence. 

“The return of this group to the 
relief rolls, together with other 
factors, makes it clear that during 
the remaining months of the cur- 
rent calendar year there will be a 
more even distribution of the re- 
lief load, with considerably greater 
relief needs during the summer 
months than was the case in the 
past three years. 

“There can be no doubt, there- 
fore, that the proposed appropria- 
tion for the seven-month period 
will be barely sufficient to meet 
the most insistent need among the 
unemployed workers. 

“This certainly is not the time to 
limit our relief program. Any hesi- 
tancy on the part of the congress 
in continuing the federal work- 
relief program on an_ extended 
basis in the immediate future mav 
well endanger the recovery from 
this recession. 

Building Trades Workers Severely 
Hit by Unemployment 

“In considering the work relief 
program, I want to focus your at- 
tention on one of its phases which 
is of fundamental importance. It is 
the participation in this program 
of workers employed in our largest 
industry—one which in size and 
importance is second only to agri- 
culture—the building and construc- 
tion industry. Throughout the en- 
tire depression the brunt of unem- 
ployment was carried by building 
trades mechanics and laborers. 

“This year again the building 
worker had to shoulder a dispro- 
portionate share of unemployment. 
Thus, according to our trade union 
unemployment reports, 40 per cent 
of our building trades «workers 
were without jobs in April, 1988 as 
against 27 per cent in April of 1937. 
Yet unemployment in all trades 
was reported to be at 20 per cent 
in April of this year, 

Hopkins Agrees to 
Remedy Abuses 

“The direct and widespread ef- 
fect of these developments, which 
assumed considerable proportions 
during the past year has been keen- 
ly felt by the building trades me- 
chanics and laborers throughout 
the country. Last week, we re. 
ceived assurance of the WPA ad- 
ministrator, Harry L. Hopkins, that 
these practices and abuses will he 
corrected. I want to emphasize the 
importance of having this done at 
once, 

Importance of $450,000,000 
Public Works Program 

“In addition to the WPA appro- 

priation the president recommend- 


ed the extension of the public 
works program by the expenditure 
of $450,000,000. The American Fed- 
eration of Labor is already on rec- 
ord in supporting this step. This 
was one of my basic recommenda- 
tions made last January to the spe- 
cial senate committee to investi- 
gate unemployment and relief. 

“IT believe it is imperative to re- 
vitalize our public works program 


and initiate its expansion in the 
next few months. In doing this, 
serious consideration should be 


given to the placing of the public 
works administration on a perma- 
nent basis. 

“The American Federation of 
Labor offers its strong and unre- 
served support of the proposed ap- 
propriation in a firm belief that it 
will constitute the most important 
and necessary step to be taken by 
congress at the present time.”

Men on City Job 
Will Get Pay Rise 


Sharp Upward Revision of the 
Scale Is Announced by Controller 
McGoldrick 


28 GROUPS WILL BENEFIT 

Only One Class Will Get Lower 
Rate—Schedule Is Decided After 
3-Month Study 


Wage scales for many classes of 
skilled workers will move sharply 
upward on city contracts under 
wage-rate schedules made _ public 
by Controller Joseph D, McGold- 
rick, of New York. 

Increases are provided for twen- 
ty-eight labor classifigations under 
the new scale as against only one 
decrease. In eighty-seven other 
classifications the existing rates 
will be continued. 


The controller’s report, the result 
of three months’ work, goes to all 
city departments that let construc- 
tion contracts. The figures he sets 
are the minimums that contractors 
must pay labor on work done for 
the city. The current report is a 
revision of a similar document pre- 
pared a year ago by former Con- 
troller Frank J. Taylor. 

Provided by the Law 

“Under the law,” explained Mr. 
McGoldrick, “the controller must 
promulgate a schedule of actual 
prevailing rates of wages existing 
within the city. He must promul- 
gate a schedule of wages which are 
currently paid. 

“The new schedule, which is the 
result of three months’ study, will 
insure the continuous operation of 
all city projects and will tend to 
prevent costly delays because of la- 
bor troubles. The upward tendency 
reflects actual conditions in exist- 
ing contracts. Any change in pre- 
vailing rates will be determined by 
periodic surveys which I shall con- 
duct, so that the city will conform 
to actual wage standards,” 


The survey on which the new 
rates are based was conducted by 
First Deputy Controller Arthur V. 
McDermott and Assistant Deputy 
Controller Morris Paris, They con- 
ferred with labor groups, contrac- 
tors and employers generally to 
find out the actual wages being 
paid throughout the city in the 
building trades. 

Some of the Increases 

Stone carvers will receive $2.21 3-7 
an hour under the new rates, as 
against $1.70 under the old. Elec- 
tricians will get $2 an hour, a 
thirty-cent increase, and plumbers 
will get $2 an hour instead of $1.75. 
Decorative glass workers were the 
only class cut, their hourly wage 
being reduced to $1.50 from $1.65. 

The building trades council of 
the American Federation of Labor 
will confer shortly with employer 
groups with regard to wage scales 
on the city housing projects, it was 
announced, The conferences were 
arranged as a result of a sugeges- 
tion of Mayor La Guardia that 
steps be taken to set wage scales 
for the housing developments so 
that when work is begun it can 
proceed to completion undelayed by 
strikes.—New York Times.

Wages Suffer More 


No 


Than Pay of Capital 


That depressions hit wage earn- 
ers first and hardest was proved 
again this week by a department 
of commerce report. 

It said that “compensation of 
employes” in the first three months 
this year was down 7 per cent, 
compared to the same period last 
year, while total dividends and in- 
terest payments were only 2.4 per 
cent lower. 

Thus, the employes’ income fell 
nearly three times as far as that of 
stock and bond owners. 

As a matter of fact, workers in 
private industry fared even worse 
than those figures show, because 
the “compensation of employes” re- 
ferred to in the report includes re- 
lief grants and work-relief wages.
